Fifteen of the sixteen Arkansas teacher education institutions 
reported that 2354 persons graduated from teacher education programs 
in 1 §76-1 977 • 'What happened to these persons? 

Only about 1109 (47%) of the graduates were 'known to be teaching 
in the state on November 1, 1977 . Approximately 192 (8%) "Were 
known to t>e teaching outside the state on that date. Thus, a slight 
majority (55%) were known to have entered the teaching profession 
immediately after graduation.

About 12 per cent (293 graduates) were known to be employed in 

positions other than teaching on November 1, 1977. Another 8 per cent 

(193 students) were known to be continuing their formal education 

on that* date. t •

military service immediately after graduation, and, only 53 students 
(2%) were known to have become full-time homemakers.
